The German, which many per- 


wna regtrd u wearisome, despite its 
abundant waltzing and variety, is 
greatly relished by a number of 
roang persons, paracolarly yonng 
women, to whom the diversity and 
quantity, not to apeak of the"fa- 
vore," are a special attraction. It 
gets its name from the country 
whence it was borrowed, and was 
the rage here for many seasons, but 
of late had been neglected until this 
winter, when it has sprung into new 
countenance, and is danced with 
more fervor and zest than ever. The 
German has received so many elab- 
orations and improvements in this 
country that it is quite another 
thing from what it was at its first 
introduction into American society. 
They who are enamored of dancing 
ought to be attracted to the Ger- 
man, which usually lasts from four 
to six hours.

In fact, corn sugar is now 
used for all the various purposes for 
which any sugar is used, except for 
irst class confectionery. Glucose is 
also shipped in large quantities to 
Europe, where it is in great demand.
